This is a good thing., 
It has not been so very long ago that some people 
looked askance at a person who “carried on*' about 
the Stars and Stripes, or who announced affection for 
the United States of America, or who came right out 
with a patriotic stand. The term “corny, * with a dis­ 
dainful overtone, seemed popular 
Today at least in our purview, things have changed. 
Those who look askance at patriotism, now are very 
likely to be looked askance at It has become a great 
deal more admirable, these days and times, to be a 
professed American. 
We don’t attempt to explain this change. Perhaps 
it’s because many of our generation have had to go 
to far places and take part in combat—both strong 
ways to build respect for their country in those who 
come back.
